In The Hague, United States Attorney 
General Benjamin Civiletti opened the U.S. 
case at the World Court Monday with a 
strong appeal to save the lives of the hostages. 

“I address this court with a restrained 
anger because 50 of my countrymen are in 
peril of their lives and are suffering as I 
speak." he said. 

Civiletti addressed his plea to a packed 
courtroom, the only empty seats being a row 
set aside for the Iranian delegation which 
boycotted the proceedings. 

The 15 black-robed justices sat impas- 
sively while court President Sir Humphrey 
Waldock read the U.S. complaint that Iran 
had violated international law and diplomatic 
immunity by holding the hostages since Nov. 
4. 

“This imprisonment is illegal and inhu- 
man,” Civiletti told the court. 

Iran said Monday that the court had no 
right to deal with the U.S. request for release 
of the hostages. 

Iranian Foreign Minister Sadeq Qotb- 
zadeh said in a telegram to the court that the 
hostage issue was only a marginal aspect of 
the whole problem of U.S.-Iranian relations. 

He said the court, a United Nations body, 
could consider the case only if it also dealt 
with U.S. involvement in Iran’s internal 
affairs. 

It was the first time Iran had officially con- 
tacted the court since the United States 
announced Nov. 29 that it was petitioning to 
order the freeing of the hostages. 

In Tehran, Ayatollah Khomeini called 
President Jimmy Carter a traitor Monday and 
said Americans should not vote for him at the 
next election. 

“Carter is not capable of being president of 
America. The American people must not 
vote for Carter. He has betrayed America ” 
tbe 79-year-old Iranian leader said in a 
broadcast speech. 

“We aren't afraid of an economic block- 
ade," Khomeini said. “Is all the world so 
obedient to Carter that it supports his 
economic blockade ?" 

He added, ” Even people at ministerial 
level and some scientists, (in the United 
States) are against Carter. America must kick 
out Carter from politics. He has been neither 
a good president nor a good politician.''

Tunis panel meets 

BEIRUT, Dec. 10 (R) — The Arab 
committee in charge of implementing last 
month's Tunis summit resolutions, on 
Lebanon Monday had a meeting with 
Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat. 

A member of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization' s( PLO) Executive Commit- 
tee, Ahmed Sedki Al-Dajani. who 
attended the meeting, told reporters that 
the two and a half hour discussions were 
marked by a positive spirit. 

He added that the PLO had expressed 
its readiness to work with all for tbe 
implementation of the resolutions and the 
success of the committee’s work. 

Tbe committee, made up of representa- 
tives from Lebanon. Syria, Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait and the Arab League, held its first 
meeting last Friday. 


RIYADH. Dec. 10 — King Khaled and 
Crown Prince Fahd Monday sent telegrams 
*to the commander of the armed forces in 
Mecca thanking him for his cable marking the 
end of the siege at the Holy Huram. 

Both the King and ihe Crown Prince 
thanked Gen. Muhammad ibn Hilal and his 
officers and men for their heroic efforts to 
purge the Grand Mosque of the group of 
renegades who stormed it during early morn- 
ing prayers on Nov. 20. 

Gen. ibn Hilal was in command of the 
group of soldiers from the Army, National 
Guard. Security Forces and Special Forces 
who cleared the mosque of the attackers dur- 
ing a 14-day siege. 

Meanwhile. Minister of Defense and Avia- 
tion Prince Sultan Monday visited the Armed 
Forces Hospital in Riyadh to talk with the 
troops wounded during fighting in the mos- 
que and to see what condition the men are in. 

Crown Prince Fahd made a similar visit 
Sunday. 

Prince Sultan lauded the high spirits of the 
brave men who retook the mosque from the 
renegades and said their injuries were “ med- 
als of heroism God has bestowed on them for 
defending the most sacred place in the most 
honorable battle." 

About 200 soldiers were wounded in the 
fighting, and 60 Saudi troops were killed, 
while the renegades lost 75 killed, and 
another 170 captured. 

“You are under the care of your state, 
sspecially of King Khaled. his Crown Prince 
and all your commanders'," he told the men. 

He prayed for God's blessings on those 
martyred in the fighting and said he hoped 
the wounded men would recover quickly so 
that they can return to fulfill their obligations 
3nd rejoining their colleagues in defending 
the Holy Places, the country and the people.

Meanwhile, the King has ordered the 
establishment of a donations committee 
under the chairmanship of Prince Miteb, 
minister of public works and housing, to col- 
lect public donations to help the bereaved 
families and to perpetuate the heroism of the 
martyrs. 

Prince Miteb said Monday he was proud of 
his appointment by King Khaled to head the 
committee. 

He said donations should be sent to any 
branch ofthe National Commercial Bankand 
the Riyadh Bank in the country. 


Linowitz sees autonomy talks deadlock 

Palestine Central Council to meet on Middle East 


DAMASCUS. Dec. 10 (R) — The Pales- 
tine Central Council will meet here on 
Thursday to discuss latest developments of 
the Arab- Israeli conflict, the Palestine news 
agency Wafa reported. 

It said the meeting would set a date and 
venue for the next, the 1 5th session of the 
Palestine National Council, the commandos 
parlia ment-in-exile . 

The PCC acts as a liasion between the PNC 
and the Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) Executive Committee. 

Wafa quoted Khaled al-Fahoum. PNC, 
Chairman, as saying Thursday's meeting 
would be briefed by PLO Chairman Yasser 
Arafat on the outcome of his recent A rab and 
foreign tour. 


It will also discuss resolutions adopted by 
last month's Arab summit which dealt with 
the Middle East conflict and Lebanon's 
efforts to put an end to the troubled situation 
in the south. 

Meanwhile, in Cairo President Jimmy Car- 
ter's new Middle East envoy Sol Linowitz 
said Saturday he doubted whether the 
Egyptian- Israeli talks on Palestinian auton- 
omy could be concluded by next May's target 
date but did not rule it out altogether. 

He also said there was a need in such 
negotiations to “take a hard look at some of 
the reallv decisive issues and see whether 
something can be worked out.” 

He expected this to happen at next month's 
summit in Aswan, between President Anwar 


Sadat and Israeli Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin. 

Egypt. Israel and the United States have 
spent almost seven months discussing auton- 
omy for the 1 .2 million Palestinians on the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip but have made 
slim progress so far except on minor details. 

The Palestinians are boycotting the talks 
on the grounds they are merely designed to 
perpetuate Israeli occupation in the area. 

Israel is still only willing to offer the Pales- 
tinians a say in the day-to-day running of 
their affairs while Egypt wants them to have 
wide powers leading to eventual self-rule. 

Linowitz said that he believed the object of 
the Sadat- Begin summit was “precisely to 
focus on some of these difficult issues."

“I have left my embassy to join my 
countrymen in their Holy Jihad and self- 
sacrifices for the liberation of their 
respectful religion and belief in Islam,’’he 
said in a statement issued shortly after the 
news of his action became public. 

In the interview, conducted in the 
lounge of a small and obscure Jeddah 
hotel far downtown, he expanded on his 
reasons and the timing of his decision to 
quit the Afghani foreign service after all 
those years of obeying his government's 
call. 

“I have been struggling against the 
anti- Islamic movements for at least 40 
years, but since the revolution 1 didn’t 
know how to fight them until these 
mujhahideen — God help them — came 
to my aid,’* he said. 

Parwani sat during the interview with 
reporters from Arab News and Asharq 
Al-Awsal in a deep arm chair in the 
lounge ofthe hotel, seemingly at ease with 


he must have fell at leaving the diplomatic 
service. 

The softness of his voice was the only 
reminder of his a dvanced age. Ranking 
him around the room were several 
Afghans now living in Saudi Arabia, stu- 
dents and freedom fighters both, who had 
come to wish him well and offer support 
and counsel in his decision. 

He politely declined to answer substan- 
tive questions on the situation in 
Afghanistan today, saying that he is just 
beginning to learn about what is really 
happening there. 

The Amin government, he said, rarely 
informed its diplomats of what was hap- 
pening at home, so he has been dependent 
on press reports and reports from refugees 
on what was going on. 

"lama new man in these parts, so up to 
now 1 have not been in contact with Ihe 
groups (fighting against the government), 
but I am always in a hurry, always wanting 
to do something, so I am certain I can be 
useful." he said. 


“I do know that it is a fight between 
forces with helicopters and modem arms 
fighting against the mujahideen, who are 
dependent for their arms on what they can 
capture or gain from army units when they 
surrender." he adds. 

And the Soviets, in backing the Kabul 
government, have two objectives in mind, 
he says . First there is the traditional Rus- 
sian push toward India and the warm wat- 
ers of the Gulf and the Arabian Sea. And 
equally, the Soviets are concerned lest the 
success of an Islamic revolution in 
Afghanistan sets off unrest among the mil- 
lions of Soviet Muslims in Asia. 

“If we win the war in Afghanistan, then 
73 million Muslims could be freed." he 
said in reference to the Soviet situation. 

But in spite of the Soviet presence in his 
country, he says Western countries should 
not take that as an invitation to intervene, 
nor are the Muslim rebels fighting for any 
external power. 

“ We have as our only goal the freeingof 
our country. We have three million people 
in mourning, and we must do something 
for them.” he said. 

In the meantime, he is waiting in Jeddah 
for something concrete to do to help his 
people. Waiting and keeping an eye on the 
situation back home. 

The rumor mills are filled with reports 
of coups and counter-coups in Kabul. 
“Every night, we are waiting to hear 
another one.” 

But Parwani wants to do more than 
wait. "To the limit I can work for my peo- 
ple. I have, and I will continue to do so. 1 
will go and fight and be killed. God has 
kept me for that." 

He Is not certain what form that fight 
will take, but for now he is content to have 
provided an example by leaving the 
embassy. 

“It is my aim. my wish and my desire 
that my action provide an example for 
others," he says in explaining why he left 
what he calls, “this shameful job." 

He is optimistic, but time will tell. 

“We are Muslims and know everything 
is in the hands of God. When He wants 
something to happen, then it will hap- 
pen.”

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JEDDAH, Dec. 10— Rector of 
Riyadh University Dr. Mansour 
Al-Turki says the Arab Univer- 
sities Federation will discuss the 
Arabization of Riyadh University. 

Turki was quoted by Al -Bilad 
Monday as saying that a confer- 
ence was to be held soon after the 
present meeting in Riyadh of the 
federation, but had been delayed 
because research had not gone far 
enough. It would not be suitable 
for it to be held at the present 
time. 

He said he has been authorized 
by the 13th session of the federa- 
tion, held in Riyadh Saturday and, 
to handle the procedure of shifting 
the federation to its new head- 
quarters in Riyadh. The temper- 
ary offices are in Baghdad, and the 
Riyadh headquarters will begin 
work in three months. 

In its meeting Saturday, the 
board of the federation decided to 
hold its next gathering in six 
months in Medina, hosted by 
Imam Muhammad ibn Saud Uni- 
versity. 

The board delayed discusring a 
project for establishing a research 
center, for improving university 
and higher education. It also 


delayed a project for a university 
specialized in research and higher 
studies, because studies on the two 
projects have not been completed. 

The board agreed to hold a 
seminar on exchange of informa- 
tion and documents in Wahran 
University of Algiers, and another 
on rectors of universities to be 
held in King Faisal University in 
Dammam. 

Turki said the estimated budget 
for the federation has been fixed. 
A committee was set up to make a 
general picture of the federation’s 
future activities to improve its per- 
formance, he said. 

The objectives of the federation 


are to improve the levels of 
university education and to |

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500 Soviets killed 
in Afghanistan, 
$ays rebel leader

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' ‘NEW DELHI. Dec. 10 (K) - 
More than 500 Soviet troops and 
advisers have been killed bv Mus- 
1 lim rebels since fighting between 
government forces and rebels 
( broke out in Afghanistan in April 
last year, an Afghan rebel leader 
said Monday. 

; Zia Masse ry. chairman of the 
Afghan Islamic and National 
Revolutionary Council, told a 
press conference here that the 
'Soviet buildup continued in 
Afghanistan in support of the gov- 
ernment of Hafizulluh Amin. 

Nassery, who said he had just 
returned from visiting rebel forces 
in southwest Afghanistan, claimed 
800 new Soviet tanks and 100 
.MI-24 helicopter gunships had 
recently been brought into 
' Afghanistan. He said the total of 
Soviet military and civilian advis- 
ers in his country was now 25.000. 
although diplomats in Kabul put 
( the figure at about 7,000. 

1 ' Nassery said the Soviet gunship. 
the most modem in Russia's 
armory, was the weapon most 
‘ feared by the rebels. " We call 
them flying tanks." he said. 

The MI- 24 gunships. seeing 
action for the first time in 
Afghanistan, have air to ground 
missiles along with cannons and 
machine guns which can lay down 
. a spray of devastating fire. Nas- 
sery claimed they were flown by 
Soviet pilots, as they were too 
sophisticated for Afghan pilots. 

Nassery said the rebels hud 
been unable to show pictures of 
dead or captured Russians 
“because they are tom apart bv 


mv people." He admitted ihat few 
prisoners were taken, but defec- 
tors from the Afghan military 
were welcomed and were joining 
the rebels in large numbers. 

Nassery admitted that govern- 
ment forces had launched a suc- 
cessful surprise attack on rebel 
forces in Paktiar province in 
October. But he said rebel forces 
who were routed had returned to 
the attack in some areas in Paktiar 
killing more than 400 government 
troops for the loss of about 50 
rebels. 

He said the rebels had retaken 
Urgon and Jaji districts in Paktiar 
and were opening a winter front in 
areas where the weather was mil- 
der. He added that most of the 
arms used by the rebels — includ- 
ing tanks, armored personnel car- 
riers. anti-aircraft guns and 
thousands of machine guns — 
were Soviet weapons captured 
from government forces. 

He expressed disappointment 
that no aid had been forthcoming 
for the rebels from Arab coun- 
tries. 

Nassery. who only speaks for 
one section of the rebels, appealed 
to the people of the United States, 
China and “all people of the free 
world" to extend moral and politi- 
cal support for the people of 
Afghanistan. 

He expressed criticism of the 
holding of American hostages in 
Tehran, saying: “We as Muslim 
freedom fighters urge Ayatollah 
Khomeini to exercise Islamic 
principles by releasing the Ameri- 
can hostages."

But Sheikh Montazeri has claimed that the oper- 
ation had the backing of Ayatollah Khomeini and 
that the volunteers would enter Lebanon by force if 
necessary. 

Montazeri, said 1,000 “brothers and sisters" 
have responded to his independent appeal for 
10,000 volunteers. 

’* We have not had time to process everyone yet," 
Montazeri said. 

He said three planes would fly the volunteers to 
Lebanon from Monday through Wednesday. 

Montazeri said he was unconcerned that Leba- 
non rejected his offer to help fight Israelis in South 
Lebanon. ** We are going without any visas," he 
said. “We don't need visas." 

He said if the group was refused permission to 
land in Beirut** we are going to Syria." 


He said the volunteers, whose average age was 
“22 to 23," were also going without weapons. 

."Weapons are not important. The important 
things are human beings," he said. “There are lots 
of weapons in Lebanon. We'll get what we need 
there." • 

Montazeri said the volunteers had “received 
good training so for*' and were familiar with all 
Western weapons. "Only some Eastern weapons 
they’re not familiar with." 

He said they would need 7-10 Jays of training in 
Lebanon to become familiar with the geography 
and terrain.

ships to give their country a total 
of 16 medals. 


In Montreal final 

Borg defeats Connors 


MONTREAL, Dec. 10 { AP) — 
Sweden's Bjorn Borg defeated 
Jimmy Connors of the Unted 
States 6-4, 6-2, 2-6, 6-4, Sunday 
to win the World Championship 
Tennis Challenge cup before a full 
house of 5.500 here. 

Borg and Connors emerged 
from an eight- man. split round- 
robin tournament and advanced 
to the final after difficult semi- 
final victories Saturday. Borg beat 
a scrappy Tim Gullikson of the 
U.S. 6-3, 6-2, and Connors 
downed Chile's Hans Gildemeis- 
ter 4-6. 6-0. 6-23. 

After an intense first set which 
took almost an hour to complete, 
Borg took command in the second 
of the final, winning 1 1 straight 
points after 15-all in the fourth 
game to take a 5- 1 lead. 


Borg's serve seemed to desert 
him in the third set as Connors 
came to the attack. 

“I got a little bit scared,” Borg 
said. “I missed a lot of first ser- 
vices, but Jimmy started to return 
much better. It put more pressure 
on me.” 

Connors was never behind in 
the set and, after Borg tied it 2-2. 
Connors went ahead, winning the 
fifth game without giving up a 
point as Borg smacked three con- 
secutive returns into the net. 

“ I think positive when T m down 
two sets.” Connors said. “The 
march was far from over at that 
point.” 

Cdnnors seemed to be gaining 
momentum when the fourth set 
began as he held service for a 1-0 
lead. 


But the Romanians felt the sad- 
dest loss as Nadia Comaneci, the 
star of the Montreal Olympics, 
was taken into hospital for an 
operation on an abscess in her left 
hand. 

Although Comaneci's coach 
said on Friday she would defi- 
nitely be in next summer's Mos- 
cow Olympics, her operation on 
Saturday and the painful tissue 
inflammation, from which she is 
still suffering, must put her com- 
petitive future in doubt. 

Even without Comaneci the 
Romanians took the women's 
team crown from the Soviet 
Union, But they were often dis- 
pleased with the scoring. 

Coach Bela Karoly. who regis- 
tered six complaints in one even- 
ing of competition, said: “It’s a 
real pity that the Chinese were 
scored so much below their level 
of performance.'' 

' Even so, the Chinese women 
finished fourth and their compat- 
riots fifth in the men's team com- 
petition, earning both teams a 
place at the Moscow Olympics 
next year. 

The American men also showed 
much improvement at these 
championships, taking six medals. 
Defending champion Japan had a 
lean time, collecting only one 
medal. 

Despite her victory in the indi- 
vidual women's championship 
Kim was critical of both the judg- 
ing and the emphasis placed on 
acrobatics. 

“The emphasis is now so much 
on acrobatics that beauty and

lame, still was able to inspire the Arab world. This flame had 
lied out by now: and in its place there is only the cold, bitter 
1 vind of division, of sectarianism and isolationism, of partisan- 
.hip against the common good, blowing through the length 
ind breadth of Arab lands. 

This state of affairs is all the more to be regretted since 
he chief enemy, the Israelis, are themselves in deep trouble, 
vith no hope of the Arabs, with their vast potential, being able 
. o capitalize on it so that the historic injustice done to the 
- Palestinians is at long Iasi righted. 

Israel is at the point of collapse. Its economic situation is 
lothing less than disastrous.

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Portugal’s new government has a long road to travel

LISBON — 

Portugal has moved towards the right after five 
years of flirtation with Marxism and socialism 
ushered in by the young officers who ended nearly- 
half a century of right-wing dictatorship with a coup 
in 1974. 

This month Portuguese returned the right-wing 
Democratic Alliance io power at the second par- 
liamentary general elections to be held since the 
so-called ” Flower Revolution" ousted the gov- 
ernment of Marcello Caetano. successor to the late 
dictator Antonio Salazar. 

Fears that the Portuguese electorate had tired of 
the democratic process after two attempted coups, 
fourelectionsand 1 1 governments since the revolu- 
tion and would abstain in vast numbers proved 
totally unfounded. 

On December 2. a Sunday. 87.5 per cent of the 
6,758,447 eligible voters cast valid ballots, over 
four per cent more than at the first general elections 
in 1976. 

The four- month-old Democratic Alliance of the 
center-right Social Democrats ( PSD), the conserva- 
tive Center Democrats ( CDS), the Popular Monar- 
chist Party ( PPM) and a group of" reform ” social- 
ists emerged as outright winners. 

The Alliance will have an overall majority in the 
new 250-seat parliament, the firsr since the 1976 
general elections. 

The Alliance won 1 1 8 seals in mainland Portugal 
and seven of the 1 0 seats on the Atlantic islands of 
Madeira and the Azores through one of its compo- 
nent parties, the Social Democrats. 

This gave the Alliance exactly half the seats in the 
new parliament. But with dear indications that it 
wiiJ win three of the four overseas scats to be 
dedded by postal ballot, the new government 
should have a slender sly- seat majority over the 
combined opposition. 

The socialists, who were victors in the 1 976 elec- 
tions though without a majority, slumped badly at 
the polls this time to return only 73 deputies to the 
new parliament plus probably one of the overseas 
seats, compared with its J07 in the former larger 
263-seat house. 

The Communists, fighting as an electoral front 
called the Peoples United Alliance (A PU) with ti:-. 
small Portuguese Democratic Movement i MDP). 
made massive gains winning seven more seats than 
the 40 they returned in 1 976. 

The hardline, pro- Moscow Portuguese Commun- 
ist Party l PCP) which rejects Eurocommunism and 


opposes Portugal s planned membership of the 
European Economic Community (EEC), hailed hs 
success as a clear victory lor the masses that sup- 
ported the 1974 revolution. 

The Communist share of the poll rose from 14.6 
per cent in 1976 to 19 per cent this time. About a 
quarter of the electorate voted for parties to the left 
of the socialists, including the Communists. 

Though the serial ist share dropped from 35 per 
cent in 1976 to 27.4 per cent this time. Communist 
Party Secretary General Alvaro Cunhal. at 66 is 
oldest of Portugar s party leaders, rightly claimed 
that the majority of Portuguese still voted for the 
left. 

Of the fringe left parties ranging from Marxist- 
sodalists to Maoists and Trotskyites. only the 
extreme-left Popular Democratic Union (UDP) 
won enough votes to return a candidate to the new 
parliament 

One of the anomalies of the result was the success 
of the Alliance in the Southern Alentejo wheatbelt 
a Communist stronghold, and Communist gains in 
the northern traditional Catholic areas, formerly 
regarded as an Alliance preserve. 

The rejection of socialism can be put down to a 
wish for change following the record of the two 
post- 1976 governments led by party leader Mario 
Soares. 

The Communist Party machine, developed from 
the underground cell network setup when the party 
was banned under Salazar, proved its efficiency in 
getting its supporters to vote. 

The Alliance ran a skillfully low key campaign, 
avoiding controversial issues and ignoring the diat- 
ribes from the Communists and far left that the 
party leaders were the heirs of Salazar. 

Its campaign centered on the personalities of the 
three main leaders, Francisco sa Caroeiro of the 
Social Democrats, conservative leader Diogo 
Freitas do Amaral and Goncaio Ribeiro Telles, 
whose monarchists are mainly concerned with 
environmental issues. 

Frandsco sa Cameiro, a fiery 45-year-old 
Opporro lawyer whom Communist cartoonist* 
depict as a spoiled child with a big nose, will be the 
new prime minister succeeding Portugal's first 
woman premier, Maria de Lourdes Pintasilgo. 

Shortly after the revolution sa Cameiro and his 
associates formed the Popular Democratic party, 
changing its name later to the Social Democrat 
Party i PD) which emerged as the second strongest 
party behind the socialists in the 1976 elections. 

His uncompromising stand against Soares* social- 
ist government led to clashes within his own party 


and in late 1977 be resigned the party leadership in 
protest. 

An enormous response from the parly rank- 
and-file followed and sa Cameiro was returned to 
the leadership in triumph with all his policies 
adopted. 

But the divisions ran too deep and finally the 
so-called urban or Lisbon group of intellectuals quit 
the party. 

To many a party leader this would have been a 
shattering blow but sa Cameiro shrewdly judged 
that the loss would not be translated into many 
votes. 

In the former socialist stronghold of Lisbon, for 
example, the Alliance made major gams with its 
percentage of the vote increasing by 10 per cent to 
return six more deputies, despite the dissident PSD 
group asking its supporters to vote socialist. 

It will require great tact and diplomacy on the 
part of the Alliance leader, characteristics he. is not 
noted for, to weld the disparate sectors of the new 
front into a cohesive group. His first problem will be ■ 
in choosing his cabinet. 

The difficulty faring sa Cameiro is that if be fails 
to placate the various parties through judicious dis- 
tribution of cabinet posts and juggling priorities of 
policy, the Alliance will disintegrate. 

The Alliance's future depends on its ability to 
govern without internal disputes before general 
elections scheduled under the constitution for 
October next year. 

President Antonio Ramalho Eanes called interim 
general elections at this time as the only democratic 
alternative after two socialist governments and two 
presidentialiy appointed non-party governments 
foiled to win majority parliamentary support. 

Eanes appointed Miss Pintasilgo to provide gov- 
ernment continuity until the general elections, a 
move which infuriated the Alliance who labelled 
her a Third World Marxist who favored abortion 
despite her professed Catholic convictions. 

The Alliance was incensed when she introduced 
wide ranging social measures such as increased pen- 
sions on the eve of the elections and spoke to the 
nation about implementing legislation from the first 
socialist government. 

The right-wing saw this as a desperate last minute 
plea to the electorate to vote socialist and her coun- 
try wide meet- the- people sessions looked very 
much like campaigning to the Alliance. 

The Alliance was highly critical of President 
Eanes for inviting socialist leader Mario Soares to 
dinner the week before the election. Singling out 
only one political leader was a clear sign to the 
electorate of where the presidential support Jay, the 


Alliance argued. 

Sa Cameiro has been bitterly critical of Eanes for 
years, accusing him at one moment of planning 
military-presidential rule and later of being soft on 
the left. . ... 

Sa Cameiro has made it dear the Alliance will 
not support General Eanes if he stands for a second 
presidential term in 1981. The Alliance wants a 
dvfliao president, he said. 

Against this background of strong antipathy the 
"Alliance has to -win the backing of the president 
whose extensive powers, including the right to veto 
government legislation, could enable him to seri- 
ously block planned reforms. - 
There are indications that the Alliance will avoid 
criticism of th&president for the time being and will 
also try to establish reasonable relations with the. 
vanquished Socialist Party. 

The Alliance is determined to amend the con- 
stitution with its declared intention to steer Por- 
tuguese society towards socialism. But this would 
require a two thirds majority which would be 
impossible without Socialist support 
The new government will also wish to amend the : 
. electoral law. to make voting compulsory, ffiough 
the near 90 per cent tumour at the last elections 
makes this less of a priority. - • f.'\: 

The Alliance wants to enact a dual nationality law : 
whereby the two million disfranchised Portuguese 
living mainly in Brazil, the United States, Canada, 
Venezuela, France, West Germany and South 
Africa could vote in the Portuguese general elec- 
tions. 

On the economic front the Alliance wants to 
return state monopolies such as banking and insur- - 
ance to private enterprise. Many uneconomic 
enterprises subsdised by the state win be banded 
back to private ownership. * ’•/ 

The new government is pledged to speed up 
compensation payments for land and businesses 
seized by workers following the revolution and will 
continue to hand back land to former owners. 

Such moves will lead the government into a head 
on collision course with die newly-strengthened 
Communist Party which still controls about 85 per 
cent of the Portuguese labor force. 

The Alliance is also expected to appoint a minis- 
ter for Europe to speed up the processing of Por- 
tugar s application to join the Common Market. 

But first the postal votes must be counted before 
the official general election result is officially 
known, probably on December 12 or 13. When 
these are published in the official gazette, Eanes 
will be able to ask sa Cameiro to form a govern- 
ment. — <R)

AH — Jonathan Raban's 
> been dismissed by many 
m to know the Middle 
superficial rubbish. This 
much in my mind when I 
read Arabia Through the 


Looking Glass. 

To ray surprise I found myself 
enjoying this book. The dialogue 
Sows easily along. The naivete of 
the observer has a certain charm, 
though one wonders at times if the 
wide eyed approach is genuine. 

It seems at first like a travel 


book, but Raban was not a travel- 
ler in Arabia in .the old sense as he 
himself admits. He went to find 
out about modem Arabia and its 
people and was inevitably caught 
up in a certain amount of expatri- 
ate life. 

Having recently read an article 
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about the promotion of tourism in 
the Gulf, promising 
Mediterranean-style beach attrac- 
tions with camping in the desert 
bedu- style thrown in, I thought I 
migh t find something of this in 
Arabia Through the Looking 
Glass. But Raban’s view of the 
Gulf is realistic, not romantic, 
apart from a brief flirtation with 
the Greek In Dubai. 

His delight in the labyrinth of 
streets and the sectioning of the 
souq makes one realize bow 
quickly one accepts this. No one 
living in the Middle East gives a 
thought to the fact that all the car- 
penters are in one section, all the 
gold sellers in another, and the 
vegetable stalls in yet another. 
Can it really be, as Raban sug- 
gests, an Islamic love of orderli- 
ness? 

Raban visited Bahrain, Qatar, 


in Jeddah : 

“A roundabout is not a feature 
of the road-system ; it is a space in 
its own right, a miniature park 
which just happens to be -sur- 
rounded by automobiles - and in 
Manama the roundabouts are 
altogether prettier and more useful 
places than most English civic 
parks. People sleep through the 
afternoons under their palm trees; 
at night they hold card ga>nes and 
picnics under their sodium street 
lights, oblivious to the traffic at 
their elbows. A screen of green or a 
screen of light, makes a ready- 
made lattice or veil ; however 
public the situation -even when it's 
in the middle of a thundering dual 
carriageway - an ingenious man 
can improvise a private world 
within it."

Pol Pot acknowledges killings 


TOKYO. Dec. 10. (R) — 
Deposed Cambodian Prime 
Minister Pol Pot admitted in an 
interview published Monday that 
several thousand Cambodians hud 
died "due to s<>me mistakes" in 
implementing his government's 
policy. 

But Pol Pot. giving his first 
interview to foreign correspon- 
dents since fleeing Phnom Penh 
last January, denied that his 
regime, was guilty of genocide. 

He said Vietnam had been 
responsible for the deaths of many 
of his people and had shifted the 
blame on to him. 

Japan's Kyodo news agency 
said Pol Pot had been interviewed 
bv a group of Japanese journalists 
at a nuerrilla base near the Thai 


border last Saturday. 

Asked about the widespread 
allegations of mass murder that 
had been levelled against his 
regime. Kyodo quoted him as say- 
ing. "Only several thousand 
Kampucheans might have died 
due to some mistakes in imple- 
menting our policy of providing an 
affluent life for the people an also 
due to the distortion of our policy 
by Vietnamese agents 
" Poi Pot said his current policy 
was to defend the nation and peo- 
ple from Vietnam's attempt to 
"annihilate" Cambodia but 
obtaining military supplies, both 
inside the country and from 
China, had become difficult. 

He said 50,000 Cambodian

Salvador guerrillas warn 
junta of harm to hostages 


SAN SALVADOR, Dec. 10 
(AP) — Revolutionary workers 
have said that if their demands for 
higher pay and better working 
conditions are ignored, “it will go 
bad” for six Asian businessmen 
held hostage in a shoe factory. 

The threat was made Sunday by 
union leaders who Thursday 
occupied the Centroamericano 
Shoe Factory and took five 
Taiwanese and one Japanese hos- 
tage. 

A spokesman for the workers, 
asserting chat El Salvador’s new 
government had agreed to only 
one of 20 conditions set for the 
release of the hostages, said “if 
they do not accede to our demands 
it couid be very bad for the hos- 
tages.” 

He did not say what the gov- 
ernment had agreed to or what 
would be done to the hostages. 

Among the 20 demands are a 
108 per cent salary increase, the 
rehiring of fired workers, and 
compensation for workers if the 
company moves to Guatemala. 
Last week the factory fired 120 
workers, claiming it lacked mater- 


ials to work with, and announced 
it would move to the neighboring 
Latin American country. The firm 
is jointly owned by Salvadoreans 
and Taiwanese. 

The occupation was organized 
by union leaders from the San- 
tiago Rivas Uniou organizing 
committee, a member of the leftist 
Popular Revolutionary Bloc, 
(BPR) the country’s largest mass 
organization. 

The hostages were identified as 
Taiwanese businessmen Wu Shent 
Pou, Augusto Lin Foil, Shi Shen. 
Dii Shin Hsu, and a Japanese 
executive identified only as Mr. 
Shee. 

Officials said the Taiwan 
Embassy was negotiating with the 
union for the businessmen's 
release. 

Representatives of the workers 
said at least five other factories are 
being occupied in different parts 
of the country. They added that 
farmworkers will continue to 
occupy farms and mills, even 
though peasants were forced off a 
cotton farm they occupied last 
week by police using tear gas.

The correspondents said Pol 
Pot looked healthy and was smil- 
ing throughout the interview. 

Pol Pot's clandestine radio 
claimed Monday that the guerril- 
las repulsed a second major attack 
by the Vietnamese in the province 
of Oddar Mean Chey in lute 
November and early this month. 

The radio said 1,120 Vietnam- 
ese were killed or wounded in 
attacks against several Pol Pot 
camps in 17 days of military 
action. 

A large quantity of weapons 
and ammunition was also seized or 
destroyed, the radio said. 

Western sources in Bangkok 
have recently noted an increase in 
Pol Pot strength in Oddar Mean 
Chey. There have also been 
reports of Poi Pot guerrillas infil- 
trating to that area from other 
parts of Cambodia, where the Vie- 
tnamese have conducted a tough 
campaign to root out Pol Pot 
remnants. 

Fulton Sheen, 
N.Y. priest, 
dies at 84 

NEW YORK. Dec. 10 ( AP) — 
Archbishop Fulton Sheen, one of 
the American Catholic Church's 
best-known figures through his 
television programs, died Sunday 
night at the age of 84. 

Sheen died at his home at on 
Manhattan's Upper East Side 
after a long battle with heart dis- 
ease. 

The body was removed to a 
New York City chapel, where 
information of funeral, plans was 
not immediately available. 

Sheen was also known as the 
instructor of the country’s most 
famous oon-Catholics who con- 
verted to the Catholic faith. 

He was appointed Bishop of 
Rochester, New York, in October 
1966, and initially h appeared that 
be was giving up his national posi- 
tion for a small diocese in upistate 
New York. 

But wihin a week of his arrival. 
Sheen became involved in a dis- 
pute between black militants and 
an Eastman Kodak Company 
plant in Rochester involving the 
hiring of 600 blacks. 

His religious commentary prog- 
ram, called “The Catholic Hour,” 
began on radio in 1930, and even- 
tually spread to television as "Life 
is Worth Living” . Though a prog- , 
ressive on many social and church j 
matters. Sheen was a rentless foe 
of Cbmmunism.

Explosions injure nine in Rome 


. ROME, Qec. 10 (AP) — Two 
explosions rocked the offices of 
the Philippine Airlines, the Brit- 
ish Airways and a commercial 
bank in downtown Rome Sunday 
night, injuring at least nine per- 
sons. 

Among the injured were a hon- 
eymooning Italian couple 
reported in serious condition, two 
Canadian tourists, a West German 
priest and two Maltese citizens. 

Police said a “crude” explosive 
device went off in front of the Via 
Bissolati branch of the Bank of 
Naples, shattering windows in at 
least four buildings in the area. 
About five minutes later, a more 
powerful bomb hit the Philippine 
Airlines office, located a block 
away from the bank office. 

An English-speaking caller 


later told a news agency that the 
attack had been carried out by 
“the New Armenian Resistance 
Movement” — a newcomer on the 
Italian terrorism scene. 

All of the injured were 
passers-by hit by flying glass from 
the second blast, police said. The 
second explosion also shattered 
windows and partly destroyed 
doors in the offices of the Philip- 
pine Airlines, the British Airways 
and nearby shops and offices. 

The offices of the Pan American 
Airways and Israefs Et Al Air- 
lines are also located on the same 
block but did not sustain any dam- 
age. 

Elsewhere in Rome, a group of 
youths set afire a police patrol car 
and partially destroyed another 
passenger vehicle in a late evening 


rampage, police said. 

Two Maltese, citizens were 
among the injured. They were 
identified as Alfred Muscat. 35, 
and Arthur Cordina, 36, both 
requiring at least eight days of 
hospitalization.

Kuwait favors annual 
4-5% rise in oil price 


BONN. Dec. 10 (Agencies) — 
Kuwaiti Oil Minister All Khalifa 
A I- Sabah said in an interview pub- 
lished here Monday he favors a 
real four to five per cent annual 
rise in oil prices. 

He told the West German busi- 
ness weekly Wirtschafh woche that 
Kuwait and most other members 
of the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries wanted 
moderate, step-by-step increases. 

The minister said, "My prop- 
osal is that oil prices in fiiture 
increase by a real four or five per- 
cent” 

He explained, "If the inflation 
rate in the industrial nations 
amounts to 10 percent, for exam- 
ple, we would not ask for more 
than a 15 per cent price increase." 

Speaking ahead of the OPEC 
meeting in Caracas later this 
month, Sabah said the feasibility 
of such an index depends on the 
West fighting inflation, stopping 
currency erosion and saving more 
fuel than before. 

He said in the short term 
Kuwait was unlikely to lessen its 
investments in the Lfaited States 
after the freeze on Iranian assets 
there. 


But he considered it possible 
that the American measures could 
have negative consequences in the 
longer term. 

“If a country is not prepared to 


hold our monetary reserves in 
safekeeping, we can think up 
something on oil production. I 
consider what the U.S.A. has 
done to be an extremely risky 
economic step," Sabah declared. 

He said this was not a threat. 
But it was natural that Kuwait and 
other countries would think twice 
in future whether to deposit their 
reserves in the United States or 
place them elsewhere. 

Meanwhile. Iranian Oil Minis- 
ter Ali Moinfar left Algiers Mon- 
day morning after a 24 hour visit 
to discuss the forthcoming OPEC 
meeting in Caracas. 

A number of other questions 
were also discussed in his meeting 
with his Algerian counterpart. 
Belkacem Nabi, the Algerian 
news agency reported. 

In a departure statement, Moin- 
far stressed the concurrence of 
opinion between the two countries 
especially on the project for a 
Third World development bank, 
and on the questions to be discus- 
sed at the OPEC meeting. 

in another development, the 
Mitsubishi Oil Company said 
Monday it has been assured by 
Abu Dhabi of increased crude oil 
supplies next year of 40,000 bar- 
rels a day. 

Mitsubishi said it is at present 
importing about 30.000 barrels a 
day from Abu Dhabi in direct 
deals. 


Magazine warns 

U.S. close to oil shortage 


LOS ANCiELES. Dec. KM AP) 
— The primary stocks of gasoline 
in the United States are less than 
one day’s supply above the level at 
which spot shortages could 
develop, an influential oil publica- 
tion has reported. 

And. gasoline allocations to 
dealers are mure than W per cent 
below gasoline use in December 
1977. the Los Angeles-based 
Lundberg Newsletter said Sunday. 

The report listed several other 
facts about gasoline supplies that 
it said were "sobering", even 
though there has been a slight 
increase in allocations compared 
with the past two months. 

The publication buses its figures 
on analysis of oil company 
announcements and surveys of 
thousands of dealer*. 

"Prospects in general are sober- 
ing," the letter said, because the 
Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries at a meeting 
Dec. 17 in Caracus is expected to 


increase the price ceiling on its 
members’ crude oil exports above 
the current $23.50 per barrel. 

U.S. gasoline consumption at 
the end of 1 979 is expected to be 5 
per cent below the end of 1978, 
including a 7.4 per cent cutback in 
the lust half of the vear. said Mark 
Emond. the Lundberg leeter’s 
editor-in-chief. 


LLS.oil companies are releasing 
293 million gallons of gasoline 
daily this month, compared with 
288 million gallons released daily 
in November, the Letter said. 


Primary stocks of fuel — 
finished products at refineries, in 
pipelines and large terminal hold- 
ings of 50.000 barrels or more — 
stood at 224 million barrels on 
Nov. 30. the American Petroleum 
Institute reported. That compared 
with the Energy Department's 
"minimum acceptable lever of 
219 million barrels for that date, 
the Letter said. 


First Western-style bank 
to be opened in Hungary 


BUDAPEST, Dec. 10 (R) — 
Hungary, the Soviet bloc" s fron- 
trunner in domestic economic 
reforms, will soon begin an exper- 
iment in East-West banking which 
could help revitalize the conduct 
of Communist foreign trade. 

Starting early next year, the 
Hungarian National Bank and six 
Western partners will operate the 
first jointly-owned “offshore" 
bank based in the Communist 
world 1 . 

The bank, which will be inde- 
pendent of domestic economic 
policies here, will start with the 
relatively small capital base of$ 20 
million and a focus on financing 
Hungarian trade with the West. 

But this experiment, if success- 
ful, could have wider implications 
pointing the way toward flexible 
trade with the Communist 
economic community Comecon 
and opening additional sources of 
Western credit for Eastern Euro- 
pean trades. 

The Central European Interna- 
tional Bank (CIB). the first such 
venture in which the Communist 
partner is a minority share holder, 
will be a unique Western-style 


institution in an urea dominated 
by state-owned banks and cum- 
bersome barter- based trade 
arrangements. 

Its a challenge, according to 
bankers connected with CIB. will 
be to break into the business of 
financing the growing part of trade 
between Comecon partners that is 
paid with U.S. dollars. 

Most trade within Comecon is 
handled on a barter basis, with 
annual plans setting out what a 
country will export in exchange 
for a certain import. Additional 
trade is paid in dollars. 

Between 20 and 30 per cent of 
ali Comecon trade is not paid in 
dollars, the bankers said, a sign 
that their annual plans are increas- 
ingly shaken by high world com- 
modity prices and unexpected 
developments on international 
markets. 

A hove- plan imports of Soviet 
oil, which must be paid in dollars 
at world prices make up a large 
part of the growing dollar trade. 

" If Hungary has a good harvest, 
it could selJ the surplus grain 
somewhere in the Wesi," a banker 
said. 


PARIS. Dec. 10 (R) — Euro- 
pean Cbmraon Market Energy 
Commissioner Guido Brunner 
Monday appealed to OPEC to 
show restraint on oil prices at its 
Caracas meeting next week and 
said another sharp rise could be 
economically crippling. 

Brunner was speaking at a 
ministerial conference of the inter- 
national Energy Agency (IEA) 
called to adopt country-by- 
country import targets for 1980 
when new oil supply shortages are 
expected. 

The IEA, comprising the main 
non-Communist oil consuming 
countries apart from France, is 
aiming to limn total imports to 24 
million barrels a day next year, a 
reduction of almost five per cent 
on previous estimates. 

Brunner said that although the 
IEA nations had managed to 
absorb the doubling of oil prices in 
the past 12 months, economic 
damage had been considerable. 

“It could be crippling if prices 
rise steeply again," Brunner 
added. 

The energy commissioner said 
the IEA must be able to demons- 
trate to OPEC that it was taking 
firm and effective steps to reduce 
oil consumption and to monitor 
and stabilize the oil market. 

“But while we recognize our 
responsibility, OPEC must recog- 
nize that in managing their oil 
resources they too have a respon- 
sibility for the survival of the 
world economy.” he said. 

As an integral part of the world 
economic system, oil producing 
countries could not isolate them- 
selves from the effects of recession 
and inflation elsewhere. 

Brunner said the industrial con- 
sumer nations were starting the 
winter with their economy 
weakened. “Further oil price rises 
now would have even more seri- 
ous consequences, at a time when 
we are struggling to meet present 
difficulties." 

The meeting’s chairman. West 
German Economics Minister Otto 
Lambsdorff said governments 
were lagging behind in measures 
to reduce consumption and 
dependence on oil. 


Lambsdorff said governments 
could no longer be content with 
making verbal commitments to 
solve the energy problem. They 
must take specific action to reduce 
demands, to find substitutes for oil 
and to expand production of their 
own oil and alternative fuels. 


Brunner said, the industrial 
partners of the United States must 
not exploit the special difficulties 
it faced through the loss of oil sup- 
plies from Iran. * 

“It is essential that we maintain 
our solidarity, not only with the 
U.S. over the Iranian question. 


but more widely as we try tc 
reduce energy demand and ease 
pressures on the oil market," he " 
said. ,

U.S. seen going deep into recession 


ANN ARBOR. Michigan. Dec. 
10 (AP) — The U.S. economy is 
following the pattern of a typical 
business recession and the proba- 
bility of a deeper recession is ris- 
ing; according to a University of 
Michigan economist 
Ross Wilhelm of Michigan's 
graduate Business School said 
Monday people who argue that 
the present recession will be mild 
are incorrectly assuming that capi- 
tal goods investment and business 
spending will continue at present 


levels. 

Wilhelm contends that invest- 
ment and production show signs of 
weakening and could pull the 
nation into a deeper recession. 

The “unprecendented" con- 
sumer demand that helped end the 
1975 recession seems to be mis- 
sing this year,' with retail sales 
down between 12 and 14 percent, 
said Wilhelm. 


He said the decline in retail 
sales has been spread across all, 
categories of consumer purchas-

LONDON, Dec. 10 ( AP) — British offi- 
cials at the Rhodesia peace talks spent the 
weekend refining their proposed cease-fire 
plan, but hopes for breaking the latest dead- 
lock were overshadowed by Patriotic Front 
anger over fresh raids on its Zambia and 
Mozambique bases.

Speaking for Joshua Nkomo Willie 
Musarurwa said, ‘ The Rhodesians are not 
serious about a settlement. These raids show 
their mood. They talk about peace while they 
prepare for war.” 

Eddison Zvogbo, chief spokesman for 
Robert Mugabe, said, “This confirms our 
belief that the Muzorewa forces will be ready 
to massacre our people if we accept this plan 
for so-called assembly places. They obviously 
believe they can wipe out our forces if we 
were foolish enough to accept this plan." 

Zvobgo claimed that if the Front's forces 
move into assembly areas, more or less like 
camps, as proposed by the British, the Salis- 


rebuked the Salisbury regime; as it did after 
similar raids before three weeks. 

Those raids caused a severe rift between 
Britain and Zambia, which blamed the Brit- 
ish for them, and stiffened the resistance of 
the Patriotic Front against Britain's cease- 
fire attempt. 

The persisting disagreement centers on the 
disposition of the warring forces during the 
transition to legitimate independence. 

Britain wants the Front troops to camp in 
up to 15 assembly points. The Front wants 
guarantees that this will not mean they will be 
exposed to Salisbury's forces which it claims 
would retain strategic positions. 

No Progress 

A front source said further talks Saturday, 
after disputed technicalities clouded earlier 
hopes for quick agreement, made "no prog- 
ress." 

On Britain's hopes to conclude the confer- 


ence this week, he said: “ It all depends on the 
proposals the British- put to us." 

The Salisbury side has given th British con- 
fidential details of the size of its forces, said to 
number some 20,000 troops. But the Front 
has not revealed its numbers reported to be 
around 15,600 in Rhodesia and some 40,000 
in neighboring countries. 

A spokesman said the Front is willing to 
give figures but only in open conference in 
return for knowledge of the Salisbury 
regime’s strength. 

“ If we give our figures in confidence to the 
British, the Rhodesians will soon know what 
they are,” claimed the spokesman. “ We will 
then be the only ignorant party at the confer- 
ence" 

One Killed 

Salisbury said its planes killed one guerrilla 
in a raid on Nkomo's ZAPU (Zimbabwe 
African People's Union) forces in Zambia. 

Little damage was caused to the camp at 
Chinyunyu. about 40 miles east of Lusaka. 

The spokesman would not comment on 
unofficial reports that two Rhodesian 
helicopters had been shot down during the 
raid. 

Military headquarters in Salisbury said 
Sunday that Zimbabwe Rhodesian Air Force 
jets attacked Patriotic Front guerrillas bases 
in Zambia and Mozambique. 

Military communiques did not specify the 
location of the targets but said all the planes 
returned safely. 

Troops 

Informed sources said that Zimbabwe 
Rhodesian ground troops also took part in 
the raid into Mozambique. They gave no 
further details. 

Commenting on South African Radio 
reports that Italian- made Macchi Aircraft 
were involved in the attack into Zambia, the 
sources would confirm only that Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia had acquired some new aircraft 
earlier this year. 

The Salisbury government is traditionally 
reticent about its military equipment, espe- 
cially imported arms and aircraft in view of 
the supposedly total United Nations embargo 
on arms exports to the country. 

No Change 

Despite the obstacles. Britain has 
announced no change in its plan to send 
Governor-designate Lord Soames to Salis- 
bury this week to prepare to take over run- 
ning the colony.

Major allies said determined 


to deploy new U.S. missiles 


BRUSSELS. Dec. 10 (Agencies) — 
NATO's European defense ministers Mon- 
day opened a week- long series of meetings to 
decide the deployment in Europe of a new 
generation of nuclear weapons. 

The big powers — the United States, Bri- 
tain, West Germany, and Italy, with the tacit 
approval of France that does not take pan in 
the plan — are determined to go ahead with 
the project on Wednesday despite reserva- 
tions from some smaller partners, sources 
said Monday. 

The plan is causing mounting political 
problems in Belgium and the Netherlands, 
earmarked to take 48 cruise missiles each out 
of a total 572 long-range tactical nuclear 
weapons aimed at countering the Soviet 
SS-20 missiles. 

Defense ministers or representatives from 
1 1 countries Monday staned a meeting to 
discuss the plan further and review progress

Oslo bathed in torchlight for Mother Teresa’s Nobel prize 


OSLO, Dec. 10 (AP) — Mother Teresa of 
Calcutta's Catholic Missionaries of Charity 
was awarded the 1979 Nobel Peace Prize 
Monday. She is the sixth woman to receive 
the prize. 

Norway paid tribute to Mother Teresa on 
Sunday with a joyous torchlight parade and 
the Norwegian People' s Prize for her work as 
“ the apostle of the poor. " 

On the eve of receiving the S 192. 000 
prize, the little 69-year-old servant of the 
poor charmed her Norwegian hosts through a 
busy day of prayers, sermons and a huge 
ecumenical service at the Oslo Cathedral. 

Hundreds of Oslo residents gathered in 
cold winter weather outside the cathedral 
Sunday evening and then walked in torchlight 
procession to a religious mission center 
where the Albanian-bom Mother Teresa 
received the $ 70,000 Norwegian People's 
Prize. 

** Hallelujah, " sang the paraders after 
Mother Teresa called on them to have their 
children “ consecrate their lives to God and 
the poor. ” 

“ 1 love you and the love you give me, ” she 
told the crowd, ensuring her reputation here 
in the Norwegian capital as one of the most 
popular Nobel Peace Prize recipients in 
recent years. 

Ever since MotherTeresa arrived Saturday 
evening, the mood here has been in sharp 
contrast to the ceremonies last year for joint 
peace prize winners Anwar Sadat and 
Menahem Begin. 

Owing to security reasons, there was no 
torchlight parade last year and the two con- 
troversial winners were deposited at the 
awards ceremony by air force helicopter. 

To the awe of her hosts. Mother Teresa was 
up at 6 a.m. Sunday at the St. Joseph's Insti- 
tute where she is staying, and she joined the 
30 sisters there in morning prayers, just as she 
does at her missionaries of charity' headquar- 
ters in Calcutta. 

As always, she has been wearing her simple 
'white sari with the blue border adding only a 
sweater and blue wool socks against the sub- 
freezing Norwegian winter. 

“ She is incredible. 1 don’t know how she 
keeps up the pace,” said Mother Teresa’s 
brother L, Bojaxhio. 

“ I came here from Palermo, and T m tired. 
She has come all the way from her primitive 
life in Calcutta and looks radiant. " 

Ever since the award was announced Oct. 
1 7, MotherTeresa has insisted that she would 
not accept the award for herself, only in the 
name of the world's poor. ” 

“ I am unworthy personally. " she told an 
arrival press conference Saturday. “ The 
people I serve are the poorest of the poor, the 
disabled, the sick, the dying, the nuked. " 


Her words echoed her favorite passage 
from Matthew, and it was with this passage 
that Lutheran Dean Reidar Kobro opened 
Sunday night's ecumenical service, devoted 
to “ the indigents of the world. ”

BOSTON, Dec. 1 0 ( AP) — There are dan- 
gers and there can be misery in winning a 
Nobel Prize, laureate Paul Samuelson of 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology says. 

Comments by Samuelson and other 
Laureates from Massachusetts about winning 
the prize were reported by The Boston 
Herald American Sunday, the day before this 
year's awards ceremony in Oslo. 

Samuelson, who won the 1970 prize for 
economics, said reclusive and introverted 
winners in laboratory sciences" find the prize 
to be both an honor and a misery, a year of 
interruptions." 

“One of the diseases that Nobel winners 
have to guard against is going outside their 
field of expertise. There are booby traps and 
temptations to get involved in everything." 

"People feel that a nobel winner was to be 
wiser and smarter than anyone else. He 
receives extra attention, and his opinion is 
asked more,” he said. "Everyone with a 
social cause wants a laureate on the list of 
supporters." 


Thomas Weller of Harvard, who won the 
prize for medicine in 1954, said. *Tm a 
researcher, and I've been concerned about 
requests to sign petitions on all sorts of mat- 
ters. I’ve been asked to commit myself on 
atomic energy and radiation exposure, issues 
that I and other Nobel laureates know 
nothing about.” 

Konrad Bloch also of Harvard, who won 
the prize in 1964 for medicine, said that, for 
most part, he resisted “the temptation to 
speak as an authority rather than as an indi- 
vidual," and only occasionally would he sup- 
port a cause "such as planned parenthood.” 

David Baltimore of MIT, prize-winner in 
1975 for medicine, said the prizes arc more 
important to those outside than to those 
inside the field. 

" One shouldn't overplay the importance of 
the award because the winners work is usu- 
ally known to his colleagues. The prize serves 
only one real function — to pul before the 
public periodically the accomplishments of 
scientists." 


throughout her trip, were her closest friends 
and colleagues.

Teresa was awarded the Norwegian Peoples'

Added to the S 262.000 total will be 
another S 6.000 the cost of the traditional 
Nobel dinner. Mother Teresa a*ked that the 
dinner be cancelled and the five-member 
Nobel Peace Prize Committee agreed, pro- 
vided she accept the dinner money for her 
work. 

Praising the spirit of MotherTeresa of Cal- 
cutta as an example that should be followed 
by all rich countries in helping the poor. Pro- 
fessor John Sanncss. chairman of the Nor- 
wegian Nobel Committee.

The year 1979 has not been a year of 
peace : disputes and conflicts between 
nations, peoples and ideologies have been 
conducted with all the accompanying 
extremes of inhumanity and cruelty. \Ve have 
witnessed wars, the unrestrained use of viol- 
ence, we have witnessed fanaticism with cyn- 
icism. we have witnessed contempt for 
human life and dgnity. 

The Norwegian Nobel Committee has con- 
sidered it right and appropriate, particularly 
this year, in their choice of Mother Teresa to 
remind the world of the words spoken by 
Fridtjof Nansen that love of one's neighbour 
is realistic policy. ” 

(Nansen, the Norwegian scientist, human- 
ist and explorer, was the Peace Prize winner 
in 1922.) 

The hallmark of her work has been respect 
for the individual and the individual's worth 
and dignity. The loneliest and the most 
wretched, the dying destitute, the abandoned 
lepers, have been received by her and her 
sisters with warm compassion devoid of con- 
descension. based on... reverence for Christ 


in man. 

Better than anyone else she has managed 
to put into practice the recognized fact that 


gifts given... where the recipient has a feeling 
of one-sided and humiliating dependence on 
the giver, may prove so hurtful to the reci- 
pient' s dignity as a human being, that it may 
well breed bitterness and animosity instead of 
harmony and peace. 

She has developed an attitude to the rela- 
tionship between donor and recipient which 
eliminates the generally accepted conceptual 
distinction. In her eyes the person who, in the 
accepted sense, is the recipient, is also the 
giver, and the one who gives most. Giving — 
giving something of oneself — Is what confers 
real joy. and the person who is allowed to give 
is the one who receives the most precious gift. 
Where others see clients, or customers, she 
sees fellow-workers, a relationship based not 
on the expectation of gratitude on the one 
part but on mutual understanding and 
respect, and a warm human and enriching 
contact. 

MotherTeresa once said In twenty five 
years of work among the people. I have come 
more and more to realize that it is being 
unwanted that is the worst disease that any 
human being can ever experience. " She 
believes that the worst disease today is not 
leprosy tuberculosis, but rather the feeling 
of being unwanted, uncared for and deserted 
by everybody. 

It was precisely people in Lhis plight, the 
poorest of the poor, who were the very first to 
find warmth and shelter wiLh MotherTeresa. 
Her intention was to ensure that they enjoyed 
the feeling of being received and recognized 
us people with own human dignity and the 
right to respect. 

Mother Teresa «'orks in the world as she 
finds it, in the slums of Calcutta and in other 
towns and cities. But she makes no distinction 
between poor and rich people, between poor 
and rich countries. Politics have never been 
her concern. But economic, social and politi- 
cal work with these same aims are in com- 
plete harmony with her own life's work. 

In our endeavours, on the national as on 
the international level, we have a lesson to 
leam from her work for individuals in dis- 
tress. On the international level our efforts 
can only serve the cause of peace if they do 
not offend the self-respect of the poor 
nations. All aid given hy the rich countries 
must be given in the spirit of MotherTeresa. 

There would be no better way of describing 
the intentions that have motivated the deci- 
sion of the Norwegian Nobel Committee than 
the comment of the president of the World 
Bank, Robert MacNamara. when he 
declared : 

" Mother Teresa deserves Nobel* s Peace 
Prize because she promotes peace in the most 
fundamental manner, by her confirmation of 
the inviolability of human dignity. "

British, West Germans 
and Italians had hoped NATO defense and 
foreign ministers, at a special session Wed- 
nesday, would yield at least a consensus in 
favor of proceeding with the missile deploy- 
ment plan. But with several of their smaller 
partners either hesitant, or opposed there 
seems little chance now of such a consensus. 

As a contingency, officials said, NATO’s 
Big Four have agreed in advance the scheme 
must go through even if it has to be arranged 
outside the framework of the alliance. 

The informants, who would not be iden- 
tified, said Britain, West Germany and Italy 
therefore have derided to negotiate separate 
agreements directly with the Americans 
permitting the siting of the Cruises and Persh- 
ings. When that has been done each of the 
three European governments concerned then 
would notify NATO’s Supreme Command 
that the new weapons would be at the dis- 
posal of the alliance in emergencies. 

The banner-bearing demonstrators in 
Brussels included contingents from the 
United States, Australia and most allied 
European countries. It was the largest of a 
spate that has swept through Europe from 
Scandanavia to Italy. 

Within NATO itself, and among several of 
its 1 5 member-governments, there were signs 
of revolt against the plan too. Never before 
have the allied powers sited nuclear- tipped 
missiles in Europe able to reach targets inside 
the Soviet Union. The Cruise, a subsonic 
flying-bomb, can be guided electronical ly to a 
destination more than 1 ,500 miles away. And 
there already has been preliminary British, 
West German and Italian agreement respec- 
tively to take 1 60, 1 1 2 and % of them. Addi- 
tionally West Germany has agreed to accept 
108 Pershing 2s, a ballistic missile with a 
1,200-mile range. 

Moscow has launched a campaign aimed at 
heading off the decision which, if 
implemented iq the 1980s, designed to read- . 
just the correlation of East-West forces in 
Europe now perceived among advocates of 
the deployment as tilting in Russia’s direc- 
tion. 

The impact of the Soviet campaign has 
been reflected in protests on the streets, in 
parliaments and within governments 
throughout allied Europe. 

The plan package will be NATO's answer 
to President Leonid Brezhnev s initiative in 
East Berlin on Oct. 6, when he announced 
the withdrawal of up to 20,000 combat troops 
and 1 ,000 tanks from East Germany. He also 
offered to cut the number of deployed SS-20s 
if NATO gave up its nudear modernization 
plan. 

Foreign ministers from the 1 5-nation 
alliance will discuss this week a move to 
revive the protractedVienna talks on mutual 
and balanced forces reduction in central 
Europe ( MBFR), NATO officials said. 

They will review a West German plan fora 
simultaneous withdrawal of 13,000 Ameri- 
can and 30.000 Soviet troops.
